the want of which has long been regretted in) Scot- 

land, and it may be said wherever Protestant Chris- 


tianity has spread its light, has lately been published 
by J. S. Redfield, of New York. It is not a matter 
of surprise that the men who were summoned to bear 
witness for Christ’s crown and covenant should have 
had their names and deeds of noble daring chronicled 
both in the songs of the poet and on the page of the

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REMINISCENCE OF REV, ALFRED BENNETT. 


I necAME acquainted with the Rev. Alfred Ben- 
nett, in the year 1823, at the meeting of the Trienni- 
al Convention, in Washington City. It was my priv- 
ilege to lodge in the same room with him, and to en- 
joy much of his profitable conversation. The respect 
aud affection with which I regarded him at parting, 
were subseqently increased by many pleasant inter- 
views, and remain unabated in my heart to this mo- 
ment, 

During our stay in Washington, he related to me 
an incident in his religious experience which made a 
deep impression on my mind, and which I think worthy 
of being kept in memory, as showing the strong work- 
ings of natural depravity, and also how the doctrine 
of God's sovereignty enters into the very heart of 
Christian experience. It was in substance as follows: 

* My cousin, Eliphalet Bennett, and I lived a short 
distance from each other, when we were both seeking 
the Lord. We had frequent opportunities of know- 
ing the state of each others mind, and conversing on 
the great subject which at the time absorbed our

eminent clergyman, “that even asthetically considered, 
one hour of prayer is a better preparation for sermon 
writing, than a whole day of study.” 

3. They bad a great deal of every-day religion in 
them. They were practical. There isa painful lack 
with many ministers, of knowledge of human nature 
in its daily actings. They are not ignorant men. 
They are tolerably familiar with John Owen, and 
Matthew Poole, and Francis Turretin, know all about 
the Council of Trent, and may even aspire to an ac- 
quaintance with the Magdeburg Centuriators. But 
to the living, acting, laughing, weeping, tempted, and 
sinning world around them, t ey are well nigh stran- 
gers. Dnring the week their parishioners have been 
driving a ,plow, or hammering a lap-stone, or plead- 
ing a cause, or have been “ up to t veir eyes” In cot- 
ton bales and sugar casks. When the Sabbath comes, 
these parishioners bring to the sanctuary their every 
day wants and trials, as citizens, as men of business, 
as parents, as husbands, or as children. They want 
preaching that shall tell them how to-live, as well as 
what to believe. They want plain instruction. They 
want doctrine, but doctrine made portable and prac- 
tical. They hunger for truth, but trath simplified, 
and purged of scholastic technicalities. fe once 
heard a young licentiate of great promise preach a ser- 
mon in which he talked about the “ governmental 
theory of the atonement,” and garnished his discourse 
with such words as “ predicate,” and“ potential,” and 
“subjective.” The whole discourse smelled strongly 
of the class-room, and had probably been “ sat upon” 
by an inquest of tacolopical students during the au- 
thor’s senior year. We would like to bave whispered 
into the brother’s ear—*“ You will burn that sermon 
up before you have been in the ministry twelve 
months.” 

The Sabbath teachings which are carried into the 
week are those which treat of every day wants and 
every day duties—which meet the Christian, and tell 
him how to grow in grace and holy living—which 
soothe the afflicted with gospel consolations—which 
tell the young how to shun daily temptation, and the 
aged how to prepare for dedtiowohidh point the anx- 
ious inquirer to that cross beneath which he may qut- 
et his aching heart. And the simpler these teachings, 
the better. A discourse which a minister would not 
be willing to read to his children and domestics, with 
a good hope that they would understand it, is not usu- 
ally a sate sermon to take into the pulpit. “It takes 
all our learning,” said Arc hbishop Usher, “to make 
truth simple.” 

4. Another excellence of the preacher, of whom I 
am writing, probably was that he seldom went bevond 
his “thirdly.” Neither will we; so we will close with 
the remark once made to Dr. Greene by a poor wo- 
man ot his parish. “ Mr. Green,” said she,“ what do 
you think 1s the great business of the shepherd 7 “ To 
feed the flock, madam *” was his reply. “ That is my 
notion too, sir, and therefore I think he shouldn't hold 
the hay up so highthat the sheep cannot reach it” 
—f’re shite rian.

PRAYING WITH IMPORTUNITY. 
We give below an extract from Rev. Mr. Loye’s 
sermon before the Massachusetts Baptist Convention, 
on praying with importunity. Let Christians read 
and ponder: 

A sense of unutterahle responsibiity is another ele- 
ment of praying with importunity for the Spirit's 
power in favor of the impertitent. 

That responsibility is found in the fact that Chris- 
tians, in their native helplessness, cannot witness for 
(hrist without having, in answer to their importunity, 


first received the Spirit's power upon themselves, and 


with special reference to the conversion of souls. I 
can only indicate a very few of the facts upon this 
point. 

Jesus Christ, when about to leave his disciples, 
said, * I will pray the Father, and he shall give you 
another Comforter, that he may abide with you /for- 
ever, even the Spirit of truth, whom the world can- 
not receive because it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him.” That the Spirit was to abide with them “ for- 
ever,” shows that the promise is not for apostles, as 
such, but for Christians in whatever age of the 
world. And so according to this promise God 
said by the mouth of Paul,—* Ye are builded togeth- 
er for a habitation of God through the Spirit.” And 
again,—* Know ye not that your body is the temple 
for the Holy Ghost which isin you, which ye have 
of God, and ye are not your own,” and s0 every 
where in the Bible. And it all shows us what God in- 
tends by this arrangement. He means that Chris- 
tians shall have ample resources in God the Spirit for 
their perfect consecration to Christ, in order that they 
may thus be fully qualified for their agency-work m 
the conversion of men. And facts show that God has 
no other agency to witness for him, in this respect, 
but consecrated Christians. And hence we hear of 
no revivals of religion, where there is no consecrated 
Christian's heart for the Holy Ghost to dwell in.— 
And it is, therefore, that two hundred generations of 
heathen have gone down to eternal night, where the 
man of God has not been found to wake the slumbers 
of the dead in sin by the power of the Holy Ghost 
resting upon him. The Revelator, it is true, saw an 
angel flying through the midst of heaven, having the 
everlasting gospel to preach unto them that well on 
the earth. But this isa figure. That angel was 
Jesus Christ’s witnessing church, with a godly minis- 
try at its head. There is no other angel flying 
through mid-heaven, or dwelling upon the earth, to 
witness for God and to preach the everlasting gospel 
tomen. Else why the wail of the heathen and the 
destitute from every part of this dark world coming 
up to the ear of the Christian. and calling on him for 
help. 

“ Men of God to you we ery, 
Rests on you our tearful eve; 
Help us, Christemms, or we die, 
Die in dark despair.”’ 

It is because there is none other on earth to whom 
they can ery for help. The consecrated Christian is 
Christ’s only witness. “ Ye are the salt of the earth,” 
__* Yr are the light of the world.” 

And this ample provision for resources in God hav- 
ing been thus ordained, and limited thus to the Chris- 
tian, it is now God’s law of the gospel that no Chris- 
tian shall witness for Christ without being first cloth- 
ed with the Spirit’s power for that work in answer to 
importunate prayer. “ He that abideth in me and I 
in im, the same bringeth forth much fruit, for with- 
out me ye can do nothing.” “If ye abide in me and 
my words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will and 
it shall be done unto you.” We must avail ourselves 
of the Divine arrangement. There is no other way 
to witness for Christ. “ Thus saith the Lord God, 
will yet for this be inquired of by the house of Israel 
to do it for them.” God, as he says, would give the 
new heart,—would take away the stony heart,— 
would give the heart of tlesh,—would pat his Spirit 
within them,—-would be their God and they should 
be his people ; but ye/, to po this for them, he will be 
inquired of by the house of Israel. 1t is, therefore, a 
law of God's kingdom i#amutable, and you cannot re- 
verse it. You can no more reverse a law of God in 
grace, than you can a law of God in nature. Com- 
mand the “sun to stand still in his habitation,” and 
when he obeys you, then may you witness for Christ 
without first obtaining the Spirit's power to rest u 
you in answer to importunity. Hence this unuttera- 
bie responsibility to pray for the Holy Ghost.

OUR neighbor of the Congregational Journal isa 
wood deal exercised by our late article, in which we 
showed how that paper had done injustice to Dr. Car- 
son and the Baptists, by a wrested and garbled quo- 
tation fron Dr. C.’s writings, and called upon the 
journal to insert the whole paragraph as it was actu- 
ally written by that great man.

These subjects are, School Houses, so far as connec- 
ted with the classification of pupils; Separate Rooms, 
as distinguished from one large Hall, with recitation 
rooms adjacent; Warming and Ventilating School 
Rooms; Text Books; Books for Reference; The

I have now considered some of the advantages to 
he derived from a good organization of the schools, in 
large houses containing seven or eight hundred sechol- 
ars, Classified in the best manner, and instructed in 
separate rooms, well warmed and ventilated, and aid- 
ed along their course by good books for study ancl 
for reference, and encouraged and guided b teach- 
ers who have comprehensive views of the branches 
which they teach, and of the physical, mental and 
moral clements which they are to mould into noble 
and enduring forms of character. 

The whole scope of this report, you will observe, 
aims at raising the standard of scholarship in the 
schools, and elevating the intellectual and moral char- 
acter of the pupile at any expense which may be re- 
quired for accomplishing these purposes. I am not 
the advocate ot any money-saving policy which will 
check in the least degree the rising career of our 
schools. 

But if organizing our system throughout on one 
uniform plan, thus bringing the whole into harmony 
with the great practical principles on which the best 
managed business enterprises are carried forward, 
will increase the efliciency and usefulness of the 
schools, and at the same time diminish their expenses, 
then both policy and expediency unite in recommend 
ing this measure. As the changes required in order 
to bring all the public schools into one harmonious 
system are neither numerous nor expensive, this ob- 
ject may doubtless be aceomplished in the course of 
one year, without creating any re-action in the pub- 
le sentiment. Whenever such a re-organization 
shall be completed, the present number of children in 
the echools, nearly 22,000, can be instructed as well 
in all respeets as at present, for at least $20,000 per 
annum less than the amount (325,913 72) expended 
for the public schools last year. 

We are glad that our citizens have in their hands 
sucha document. It will contribute, we think, to har- 
mony and practi@alness of administration, and awaken 
a deeper and more generous interest in public educa- 
tion. We particularly commend to the consideration 
of teachers and the ppblic, Mr. Bishop's views on the 
classification of prpily—a practical matter which is of 
the highest importance to successful teaching, and 
which is here very thoroughly discussed. The statis- 
tical information accompanying the report, is greatly 
valuable.

THE MAINE LIQUOR LAW. 

Tue discusssion of the new Liquor Bill reported by 
Hon. Mr. Brigham, came up under a special order in 
the Massachusetts Senate, on Thursday, of last week. 
On the motion to refer the question to be settled by 
the people in their primary meetings, and to fix the 
time for the law to take effect, a long and somewhat 
animated discussion arose, which was participated in 
by a number of Senators. Mr. Brigham, chairman of 
the Committee reporting the Bill, gave a few reasons 
which had induced them to submit it. Mr. B. isa 
highly respectable farmer of Westboro’, a matter-ot- 
fact, honest man, who inspires most confidence in 
those who know him best. ‘The statistics of the State, 
he said, which have been laid upon our table, clearly 
and abundantly prove that the great cause of the des- 
olation and misery which now prevails, is caused by 
the use of intoxicating liquors as a beverage. During 
the past year, of the 28,000 paupers supported by the 
State, almost 17,000 were made so by the use of in- 
toxicating drinks, at an expense of $300,000. Added 
to this is the expense of supporting a large number in 
Prisons, Houses of Correction, Lunatic Asylums, and 
Jails. To the Jails, during the year past, were com- 
mitted 8,394 persons, and of this number, 2,000 for the 
crime of drunkenness; and 1,159 were committed to 
the Ilouses of Correction for the same offence. Of 
the 594 commitments to the Llouses of Correction, for 
assault and battery, who believed that one belonged 
to our Cold Water Army of teetotalers? He be- 
jieved not one. In his opinion, a very large portion 
of the occupants of Lunatic Asylums were brought 
there in consequence of intemperance. Of the 600 
boys who had been committed to the State Reform 
School, according to the official statement, 255 had 
drunken fathers, and 72 drunken mothers, and of the 
boys themselves 261 were habitual drunkards. In view

TRIBUTE TO THRE LIVING,

The Rey. Andrew Reed, D. 1), having completed 
the fortieth year of his pastorate over the church as 
sembling in Wyeclifle Chapel, a special service in cel- 
ebration of the event was held on Thursday last, No- 
vember 27th, that day being the double anniversary 
of the Doctor’s birth and ordination.

Mr. French, of Braintree, said, without fertilizing 
matter we should make but poor headway. This, in 
some cases, isexpensive, He had found by inquiry, 
in different sections, that the expense when a ful 
cord in balk was obtained, would not vary far from 
seven dollars per cond. A cord carefully measured 
would contain 103 bushels; liberally measured, 100 
bushels—making it cost seven cents a bushel. F rom 
this estimate, farmers could see the cost of their ma- 
nures, and judge in regard to the profit of applying 
them in large or male uantities. Farmers ought to 
turn their attention to ie accumulation of manures 
in every possible way, Most farmers carry out the 
manures from = their yards between the Ist and the 
lith of May. T he yards are ac raped perfee tly c lean, 
and the droppings of the cattle; which are thrown out 
between that time and the time of turning out the cat- 
tle, (usually the twentieth of May) is mostly lost by 
its being exposed to the rays of the sun. There 
ought to be a covering of mruc k spread over the yard. 
The same course should be adopted in regard to the 
piggery, the p rivy, Xe. In regard to the application 
of manures, he had tried various quantities. Tle had 
put on twelve cords to an acre; but this he thought 
was too much. Ile would put on less and plough 
more. Tle was strongly in favor of a thorough sub«- 
vision of the soil. He had used bone dust as a manure 
on light, sandy soil— thirty bushels to an acre) with 
great results, Ile had also found his account in sow- 
ing six or eight bushels of refuse salt to an acre. It 
operated well in destroying worms. In his region, on 
the sea-shore, no bene fit wd been experienced from 
the use of plaster. 

Mr. Brigham, of Westboro’, did not believe the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts were generally so ignorant in 
regard to the adaptation of manures to soils as had 
been intimated. He believed that stable manures 
might be advantageously applied to all soils. They 
might be injudiciously applied. He did not belie ve 
that the farmers of the State were obliged to cultivate 
the same amount of land from year to year, and that 
they were not able to increase this amount—but he 
did believe that the farmers of Massachusetts might, 
by judicious management, be increasing their amount 
of manures annually, and at the same time increase 
their crops, stocks, &c. He was in favor of cellars 
under barns. ‘The system pursued | in his town, where 
most of the farmers were engaged in keeping stock for 
milk,—and which had resulted i in enabling the farm- 
ers to increase both their stock and their ¢ rops—is to 
kee P their cattle in the barn all winte rand to kee P 
them tied up during the sununer nights. In this way 
a great saving of manure was made. In conclusion, 
he asked for information in regard to the best mode 
of treating lands which lay so that it is diflicult to get 
manure on to them, such as worn-out pasture lands. 
Ile had made one experiment, ot plowing in acrop 
of buckwheat, but obtained no benefit from it. 

Mr. Simon Brown, of Concord, said he once had a 
conversation witha person ¢ mplove “ul toenricha pie ee 
of ground around a public building, for the purpose 
of setting out shrubbery and trees im it. This person 
said be had purchase d the manure ofa stable for a 
year, to which he intended to add a number of casks 
of ime in order to “cut up” the whole and bring it 
info a fine compost, and inquired whether this would 
not be the true course to pursue. Mr. brown thought 
it would be injurious. The gentleman seemed sur- 
prised at this, and thought lime might be applied to 
advantage. He did not unde rstand that all animal 
manure conta uns a certant amount of nitrogen, which 
the ap P Hication of lime separates trom the manure and
